Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: We discussed a proposed amendment that was faxed on 
02/22/2008 to Examiner Brier's USPTO computer which is attached to this interview summary. The amendments to 
claim 1 and corresonding claim 15 would overcome the 35 USC 112 second paragraph rejection set forth in the office 
action mailed on 01/07/2008. The changes to claim 10 were briefly reviewed by Examiner Brier and the changes 
appear to overcome the 35 USC 112 second paragraph rejection set forth in the office action mailed on 01/07/2008. 
Examiner Brier pointed out that claim 1 at line 9 covers a texture value for more than one selected parameter due to at 
least one language while the specification at page 14 states preferably one texture value is generated for each 
selected paramete and it was agreed that this may not be an issue. Examiner Brier pointed out that claim 1 at line 8 
and at line 10 claim "a texture" and due to the proposed amendments the second occurrence of "a texture" should 
make reference to the first "a texture". Mr. Swope suggested deleting the "determining a texture value step" up to ",the 
texture value varying over the primitive". Similar changes would be made to corresponding claim 15. This change 
would overcome this issue, however, after Examiner Brier discussed the Peercy reference in detail and the Lauzon and 
Lathrop references briefly Examiner Brier proposed that the now shorter method claim 1 would be subject to an art 
rejection as well as corresponding claim 15. Examiner Brier made reference to figure 5 and vector dot product term 
evaluator 504 which would not be claimed by the proposed changes to claim 1 . It was agreed that clearly claiming dot 
product term evaluator 504 would differentiate the claims from Peercy US Patent 5,880,736, Lauzon, and Lathrop. 
Claim 10 was not discussed with regard to the discussed references. The objection to the specificatoin was discussed 
and the Examiner maintains the objection to the specification. Mr. Swope will contact the client for further instructions 
regarding amendments to the claims and specification.
